1. Claims 1, 3-22 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish an electronic assembly structure with a pad, plurality of contact terminals, plurality of 
contact pads, plurality of standoff members, plurality of attachment layers being soldered to a 
contact terminal at a temperature between the melting temperature of the standoff members and 
the attachment layers to that the standoff members resist movement of the electronic structure 
toward the board when the attachment layers are melted where a component mounted to the 
electronic device and prevented from contacting the board by the standoff members.
